ibundant Comienllly Which the German
Actor Touches Sparingly With Pathos
A Woman and Some Reptiles In n
stage Show-A Novelty in Vaudeville.

“Mathias Gollinger.” in which Fellx Sehwelg-
hoter was seen at the Irving Place on Tuesday,
and " People of Fdueantion,"” given last night,
aro the lust two vlays of his engagement, They
possoss the advantago of being plays that
might have existed even I the talengs of
Schwelghofer had not. The antiquated farees
that be had presented previously eould have
bean designed for no other purpose than to ex-
hibit him. The intention was so obvious that
the result was damaging to the effect of his ef-
forts. The audiences had been necessarily
thrown on a consideration of his work ulone.
becauss there was nothing else to interest and
much to irritate. But “Mathias Gollinger" is
a modern comedy from the pen of the
{ndefatigable Blumenthal, and it might
have been acted without the codpera-
tion of Schweighoter., Its purpose Is
to show the contrast botween the natures of
porthern and southern Germany, just as “At
the White House Tavern,” was meant to {llus-
trate the differonce between Berlin and Vienna
lite when the burghers of those two capitals
are met on their travels. Thera is no very deep
nor truthful note In the illustrations of the
types, but they are effective enough, theatric-
ally under Blumenthal's treatment. It was the
patural, spontaneous Munich brewer, removed
to the art!ficial life of Berlin, that Bchweighofer
was called upon to represent. The comedy has
more sarious moments of a familiar kind

when the northern son-in-law decides that
his wife's father {9 an impossible element in
her city life, But the emotional pedal is
tonched lightly, and throughout thoe play
Mathias Gollinger 1s eomic but for this brief
pcene.  Schweighofer was again remarkably
faciie in the merely technical side of his art,
ecomio in his usual exageerated fashion, and
wonderfully minute in the detail with which

o worked out every phase of the character,
P{. neglected no tealt in the composition of a
eharacter, and this eare s unfortunately obe
vious. In this comedy lia waa able 1o control
his buffoonery to & mora satia’astory extent
than usual, which shows that his repertoira (s,
{n o large measure, responsible for his exag-
geration, "

In “Educated People” Felix Schwaighofer
pppears in differant surroundings than he reto-
fore in his American engagement.  Noarly all
the plays he has used have been farces, some
of an extravagant manner. This piece in
which he was seen last night iaa comedy, with

serfous and ecomic moments, but at all
times true to life. It is the eort oi

It
is the homely inecidents, sometimes comie
sometimes sad, that entertainad the Inrge an-
dience last night, aa they had flve years ago
when "Educated Peopla” was plaved at the [r-
ving Place. Atthat time it was not actel by
the same plavers. Felix Nehwelghofer is, of
courss, the centre of interest in the rovival. He
acted the wealthy but ‘gnorant hrother and
made afunny person of him,  Ada Merito was
effective in a part that was a reminder
of (atherine in the play of that name. 1t 1s hard
to imagine an andience erying over an overdun
rent, These things strike us as sad in real
life, but they donot suggest strong Jdramatie
rossibilities. Yet the voung @irl's grief over
the demand for money that they did not have
was quite as tonching as  the elaborate
woes of Camlle, which are supposed to hold
the recor! s a tearbringer. Mr. Sohweig-
hofer and Miss Merito, however, are not the
only ones i “Edneated Deopls 7 deserving of
vepise.  Rarely is such evenly good acting
sean a2 at the leving Place.

Boston Symphony Concert.

Cwsar Franck’'s Symphony in D minor was
the principal number at the third evening
concert of the Boston Bymphony Orches-
tra given last night at Carnegle Hall.
Like most of this composers work, it Is
not known here and was played yesterday
for the first time. Its performances anywh: re
have been few. The programme noted one at
Parls In 1880, Anotherat Brussels is recorded.
But to most of the musical eentres the Belgian
composer {8 still astranger. The first move-
ment in the symphony departs from the regu-
lar form and resembles the flrst mmovement
of Tachatkowsky’s “"Symphonia Pathetique” in
the recurrcnce of the slow introduction in the
body of this first part. The second movement,
whichlis equallylunconventional,'sa remarkable
sories of variations all accompaniad by the
harp and abounds in beautiful harmonic effects.
This movement was especially gorgeous in the
matter of orchostration und new volees seemed
to be speaking among the Instruments, Thy
third movemont consists of a short theme and
the extension and combination of the themes
used in the two preceding movements. The
fourth movement, necessary usually in a sym-
phony, is lacking, but the treatment through-
out the whole composition is symphonic and
entitles the work toa place in that class of
writing, It proved last night profoundly ef-
feotive and the second movement fn particular
abounded inthe gloomy beauty and Individ-
ualism of a k nd that Chopin imparted to his
werions writings. The work was coldly re-
celved by the audicace, in 8pite of a superd
performance. _

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RAPID TRANSIT CONTRACT.,

COMPTROLLER COLER TELLS WHY IT
WAS GIVENY TO M'DONALD,

If the Other Bid Had Been Accepted the
Contractor Could Abandon the Tunnel
After It Was Bullt, Forfeit Bond and
Deposit and Still Make n Big Profit,

Contractor John B, Mebhonald, who Is to
build the $:5,000,000 underground rapld tran-
sit railrond, was bLusy yesterday gettine ready
to make the $1,000,000 devosit, which Is to bo
his guarantee for executing the conditions of
the fifty-year lease of the road, and to execute
the $5,000,000 hond and contract for construc-

tlon. The prepuration of a $5,000,000 bond
is not a matter to be lightly under-
taken and before such a bond s

exocuted evory provision of {t must be care-
fully looked into by the lawyers for the con-
tractor, the Rapld Transit Rallroad Commis-
sion, the city’s representatives and the surety
companies, or others who sign it. Until the
contractor has completed the work of eon-
struction, this and his $1,000,000 deposit are
the city's only guarantee that he will not lle
down on the job and leave it to be completed at
the city’s coat,

Under some circumstances a contractor
might be able toabandon the work when tho
tunnel and {ts connections were complete and
before he put in the power, equipment and
rolliug stock, and still make money, ever il he
gave up the $1,000,000 and paid the $700,000
bond. It came out yesterdany that the Comp-
troller and others had made some figures on
this which Lad an influence upon the award of
the contract to Mr. McDonald. No one sus*
pected that Mr, Onderdonk was intending to
do anything except to earry out his offer, but
the city has to be on the safe side,

It is not to be supposed,” sall Comptroller
Coler, “that Mr. MecDonald would undertake
the work except at figures which would pay at
least a coutractor's profit of 10 per cent, At
that rate the real cost may be considered about
$31.500,000, If the contractor were to get $300.«
300,000 forbuilding the roady he might abav-
don it before equipping it, let his 1,000,000
g0, pay tho £5,000,000 bond and still have o
profit of $2,500,000. The personal equation
had something to do with the choosing of Mr,
McDonald's offer.  He has done much work for
the city and neither myself nor any of my
predecessors in office has ever Liad a dispute
with him over a bill.”

Comptroller Coler declared that the award-
ing ot the contract would undoubtedly lead at
once to the building of additions, with a tun-
nel to South Frooklyn, and that this would
yrobably Le extended before long to Staten
siand by a tunnel under the Narrows, und
wrhaps, others to Queens, Such extenslons,
L-» sald, would not only add greatly to the con-
venienee of the pubiie, but wonld add a speeinl
value to the trunk road, becanse trafthe wonld
meet and pass in the downtown distriet and
help to furnish passengers, night and morning,
in the trains which would otherwise go back
noar'y empty .

The abandonment of the old route up Broad-
way from tho Oty Hall has taken out nearly
a'l the serious eng'neering difficultios which
threatened to swainp any contractor. Inhujld.
ing the seetion of the road that goes beloew
tidewater level at Canal street, the contractor
will have full libarty to open Now Elm stroet
practically as he pieases, The ouly other place
whera engineers have testiffied that serious
troubles from underground wiaters wera to be
met was on Fourth avenue for short distances
where old streams were burled.

Besides such picces of private property as
may be needed forstations and terminals, the
rond wi'l require bits where it curves from
Astor Flace to Fourth avenue, at Eighth and
Niuth streets, at 1032 street, whore the kast
Side line curves into 104th street, from 1424
street and Lenox avenue, where it makes a
turn to dive under the Harlem Rive:, and
from 190th street and Fleventh avenue to
Kingsbridge Road )

The terms under which the axcavations are
to be made and the amount of inconveniencee
which the persons hving or dong lusiness
along the rontes may be forcal tvenduie nre
spubject of interest for them. Some of theso
terms are .u“--l.-.nr-vl and others are not. Where
the City Hall loop 18 to be carrvied around tha
Post Offlee, from Chambers street through
Park row and Broadway, the contractor 1s re-
quired to take such precautions as the en-
gineer of the bhoard may require. The gone
eral plan of econstruction  from Chambers
atreet  to DBroadway _and  Sixtieth  street,
along Centre street, Lafayette place, Fourth
avenue, Fortveseecond street and Broadway will
be to permit contractor to open trenches half
across tho street and not more than 400 feet
long, and eover these overand restore the puves
ment as fast as half seetfons of the tuunel are
completal, Notwoopenings are to e less than
00 feet apart and Fridges are to he un-
tained over each trench whorever crossstrocts
exiat. Notrenchis to be Kept open more than
thirty days o front ot any one plece of property
without the consentof the owner. Above Nixti-
eth street,the contractor will have full liberty to

work as  he pleases, except  that  he
must  obey any  reasonnble  regulations
of the board's enginesr On that part of

Broadway recent!y known as the Boulevard,
the eontractor may builil the tannel like the
Park avenue tunnel of the Harien road. with
openings for light and ventilation.  Theso
openings are limited  to  twenty  feet in
width and Nty feet in length, and not more
than two to a bloek.,  Euaeh is to be «urronnde
by an ornamental fence.

PRESIDENT ROGERS OF NORTHWEST-
ERN UNIVERSITY SCOLDS HIS GIRLS,

They Mustn't Go Driving With Young Men
mn Closed Cabs~He Is Also “Palned to
Note' That Nome of the Girls Cast Shy
Glances nt the Boys in the Classrooms.

Cutcaco, Jan. 18.-The co-ads at North-
western University hereafter must not drive
in cabs with young men if they wish to remain
co-eds, President Honry Wade Rogors had his
eye on the cabs and the young women of late,
and made up his mind as a result of his obser-
vations that tho combination was danger-
ous, On Monday‘he addressed a circular to
representatives of the various women's soclet-
fes conneeted with the university, asking them
to meet him at his residence last night

and Intimating that matters of most
Berious imporance would be  dis-
cussed,  When they wore all gathered

and the door closed, President Rogers bluntly
announced that the young women of the school
were devoting too much of their time to flirt-
ing with the young men of the university and
others, and that something must be done to
stop it. He had noticed and deeply regrotted,
he said, the frequency with which cabs of Inte
were helng driven to the ladies’ halls and dor-
mitories, either to get or to put down young
women. Somet'mes thers would he a proces-
plon nfeabs,  He hud a'so noticed that each
eab invarinbly had a young wan it Thie
luil him to heljeve the young women had been
driving with the young men in the cabs, which
wore of the old-fashivoed closed variety, He
pointed nut dangers the young women ran and
wppealed to them to use their pereonal intlu-
ence and the jufluenee ot the societios they
represented to  discourage the eah-driving
labit., He does not ohject to having the young
men and women wia'k together, with some ele
derly person or any third person wlong to play
propriety, but the closed cats must go.
